Township Purchases Property 
Near LDFA Mercier Project |

At the July 28th Township 
Board the public was once 
again reminded of how some 
Board members conduct busi- 
ness. 

At the July meeting the 
Board consisted of five mem- 
bers because Supervisor 
Mitchell and Trustee Adkins 
were excused. On the agenda 
was an item from Wayne 
County regarding some fore- 
closed property. A letter from 
the county had been received 
by the clerk advising them 
they had the second right of 

tefusal after the State of 
Michigan. The county ad- 
vised them there were two 
pieces of property that were 
under consideration because 
they had been foreclosed by 
the county for back taxes. 

This notification is a regu- 
lar practice by the county and 
the Township Board has rou- 
tinely passed on the offers 
because the properties had lit- 
tle market. value and they did 
not have a government pur- 

‘pose for the land. : 

The clerk introduced the 
matter and described the con- 
tents of the letter. She men- 
tioned one of the parcels was 
located on S. Huron and won: 
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dered if anybody else wanted 
to “speak on this.” 

This gave Treasurer Skr- 
zycki to opportunity to pro- 
mote the purchasing of this 
piece of property. He said 
about one to two weeks ago he 
went out to the property with 
the Township assessor and he 
described the property as 
being in the LDFA District. He 
went on to say the property 
consisted of 19 acres and 
zoned industrial. He said it 
would be a good purchase and 
indicated the assessor said, “it 
would be a steal’” He urged 
the Board to purchase the 
property and said the Board 
would be “foolish not the buy 
this land.” 

He made a motion to pur- 
chase the land for $31,000 and 
this was supported by Trustee 
Carey. 

Trustee O’Kelley, who was 
also acting as the chairperson 
of the meeting, said he object- 
ed to the motion because only 
five Board members were 
present. He said he would like 
for the entire Board to be 
present when they considered 
purchasing of land. 

He said he considered the 
notice by county to be a for- 
mality and reminded the 
Board always passed on the 
offers because they needed to 


-state a “public purpose” in 


order the buy the land. He said 
it was wrong just to purchase 
land unless they could demon- 
strate a government use. He 
objected to the buying of land 
just for future speculation.

O'Kelley asked the Town- 
ship attorney about the need 
for a stated public use. At 
first, the attorney said it was 
not necessary. However, later, 
before the vote was taken, he 
reversed himself and said that 
MCL 211.78 required a public 
purpose. 

Treasurer Skrycki, spoke 
again and he said that proper- 
ty in the Township was going 
for $20-$30,000 an acre and 
the Township stood to make 
money on the resale of the 
property. He asked if this was 
a proper “use” of the property 
and the attorney told him that 
would be a “stretch of a pub- 
lic purpose.” Skrycki then 
said a possible use would be 
wetland mitigation. 

Trustee Carey also asked 
about the location of the prop- 
erty and Skrycki responded it 
was an “L-shaped” piece of 
property and was located 
across the street from the 
Mercer Drive property. 

The Department of Environ- 
mental Quality (DEQ) had 


conducted an investigation 
and determined there had been 
recent unauthorized activity 
on the property referred to as 
the LDFA area. 

A permit was required prior 
to the start of this type of 
activity. The DEQ determined 
this activity was in violation of 
Part 202, Wetland Protection 
and Part 301, Inland Lakes 
and Streams, of the Natural 
Resources and Environmental 
Protection Act. 1994 PA 451, 
as amended and the DEQ 
required the Township to rem- 
edy the situation by restoring 
the wetland area immediately. 

To comply with Part 301, the 
Township was told they must 
complete the following along 
with other recommendations: 

1. Remove the culvert in the 
stream on the parcel east 
of Mercer Drive. 

2. Remove the culvert in the 
stream at the end of 
Mercer Drive that facili- 
tated access to the north 
end of the parcel east of 
Mercer Drive. 


3. Reshape the stream banks 
that were altered due to 
heavy equipment. 

4. Erect silt fence along the 
stream corridors that will 
keep soil erosion from 
further impacting the 
streams. 

O’Kelley asked the clerk 
when the letter concerning the 
foreclosed property was re- 
ceived since it dated only July 
2004. Clerk Bowers said it 
was received one week to 10 
days ago. ' 

The matter passed four to 
one with Clerk Bowers, Trea- 
surer Skrycki and Trustees 
Carey and Krause voting in 
favor. Trustee O’Kelley voted 
in opposition. 

Because of the Board’s 
actions it appears the Town- 
ship will now spend $31,000 
to perhaps provide land to cre- 
ate a wetland to take care of _ 
the LDFA problems with the 
DEQ and Wayne County con- 
cerning the environmental 
violations on the Mercer Drive 
project.
